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ARTICLE  III. 

ME>rBEES. 

Section  1. — Any  male  person  above  the  age  of 
twenty-ono  years  sliall  l)e  eligible  to  membership  in 
tins  iSoeiety,  who  })articipate(l  or  who  is  a  lineal 
descendant  <»r  one  who  served  in  the  Wai-  of  1812, 
either  in  the  ai-nu^  navy,  or  privateer  services  of  the 
Union,  and  who  may  be  aj)proved  by  the  Society  or 
its  Board  of  Direction. 

Sec.  2. — No  service  of  an  ancestor  shall  be  deemed 
as  (iiialifying  service  for  membership  in  the  Society, 
where  such  ancestor,  after  such  service,  shall  have 
failed  to  maintain  an  honorable  record. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  Officers  of  tiiis  Society  shall  consist 
of  a  President,  live  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secre- 
tary, a  Registrar,  a  Treasurer,  and  an  Executive 
Comnjittee  of  nine  members,  who,  with  the  foregoing 
Officers,  shall  form  the  Board  of  Direction,  having 
the  general  management. 

ARTICLE  v. 

PRESIDENT. 

Section  1. — The  President  shall  })reside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Direction,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  appertaining  to  the  office 
as  custom  and  parliamentary  usage  may  permit. 
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VICE    PRESIDENTS. 

Sec.  2. — The  Vice  Presidents  shall  assist  the  Presi- 
dent when  requested  by  him  to  do  so,  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  President  shall  preside,  in  the  order 
of  seniority  of  membership. 

SECRETARY. 

Sec.  3. — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Direction ; 
collect  all  moneys  due  the  Society  and  pay  the  same 
to  the  Treasurer ;  keep  a  ledger  account  with  each 
member  of  the  Society,  and  render  a  statement  of  a 
member's  own  account  when  he  so  requests  it ;  notify 
members  of  all  arrears,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
meetings ;  give  notice  of  the  funeral  of  a  deceased 
member  ;  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society ; 
have  charge  of  the  seal,  and  at  each  annual  meeting 
make  a  full  rej)ort  of  all  moneys  received  during 
the  year  and  of  the  amount  of  arrearages  due  the 
Societv.  Uv  shall  turn  over  to  his  successor  all  of 
the  books,  pai)ers,  the  seal,  and  any  other  property 
belonging  to  the  Society;  and  })erform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  re(juired  of  him  from  time 
to  time  by  a  vote  of  the  Society  or  the  Board  of 
Direction. 

TREASURER. 

Sec.  4. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys 
from  the  Secretary  and  receipt  therefor ;  pay  all 
orders  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  by  the 
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Secretary:  keep  account  of  liis  recei])ts  and  expendi- 
tures, and  make  a  lull  report  ot"  tlie  same  at  the 
annual  meetin<;  and  whenever  the  JJoard  ot"  Direc- 
tion may  rcijuire. 

REGISTRAR. 

Sec.  5. — The  duties  of  the  Registrar  sliall  ])e  to 
receive,  file  and  keei)  of  record,  at  Phihadelphia,  Pa., 
the  names  and  residences  of  all  officers  and  mem- 
bers, i)roofs  upon  wliich  memberships  have  been 
granted  ;  also  declarations  of  members  when  admit- 
ted, of  adherence  to  the  Constitution;  circular  letters, 
and  copies  of  all  })ul)lications  issued  or  received  by 
tlie  organization  ;  countersign  all  certificates,  if  })rop- 
erly  is  sued,and  keej)  a  record  thereof,  which  sliall 
always  bo  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  member. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

BOARD    OF    DIRECTION. 

The  officers,  with  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Direction. 
They  shall  take  cognizance  of  and  control  the 
affairs  of  the  Society,  regulate  admissions  to 
membership,  fix  salaries,  make  appropriations, 
arrange  for  meetings  (other  than  annual),  and 
celebrations,  provide  for  relief  in  sickness,  or 
burial  in  case  of  death,  of  anv  survivor  of  the  War 
of  1812  or  lineal  descendant,  whenever  they  may 
deem  the  case  requires  such  action,  receive  delega- 
tions from  similarlv  constituted  Societies,  or  in<li- 
viduals  of  national  reputation  as  patriots,  and  col- 


lect  and  provide  for  the  due  care  and  safety  of  Ijooks, 
documents,  })apers,  portraits,  relics  and  sucli  litera- 
ture relating  to  the  War  of  1812  as  may  be  acquired. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MEMr.p:KSHIP. 

Section  1. — Membershij)  may  be  attained  in  this 
Society  by  persons  of  good  moral  character  and 
habits,  who  are  survivors  of  the  War  Veterans  of 
1812  or  lineal  descendants  thereof  (offering  proof 
satisfLictory  to  the  Board  of  Direction),  in  tlie 
army,  navy  or  privateer  service. 

Sec.  2. — Members  should  attend  the  stated  meetings 
in  each  year,  held  in  the  old  county  building  in 
Philadelpliia,  formerly  occupied  by  the  United 
States  Congress  (if  not  personally,  by  letter) ;  re- 
unions, when  they  occur,  and  on  sucli  national 
festivals  where  an  invitation  to  })articipato  as  a  body 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3. — Members  shall  be  entitled  to  unite  in 
all  courtesies  extended  to  this  Society;  to  a  certi- 
ticate  of  membership;  a  distinctive  badge  (emblem- 
atic); a  copy  of  the  Constitution,  and  a  membership 
l)Utton,  on  remission  to  the  Secretary  of  the  funds 
necessary  to  pay  the  costs  thereof. 

Sec.  4. — Whenever  a  member  is  desirous  of  with- 
drawing, by  sending  in  his  resignation  and  paying 
all  dues  registered  against  him,  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors shall  have  power  to  accept  it;  or,  if  a  member 
w^islies  to  attach  himself  to  or  organize  a  State 
branch,  a  transfer  card  will  be  issued,  signed  by  the 


Boiird  of  Directors,  wlii'ii  tliey  are  satisfied  of  the 
proj)riety  of  such  action. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  1. — This  Society,  seated  and  located  in  the 
cityof  Pliiladel})liia,  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  United 
States  of  America,  shall  have  the  right  to  warrant 
and  constitute  one  branch  of  the  Society  of  tlie  War 
of  1812  in  au}^  State  or  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  wlienever  eighteen  or  more  members  of  the 
Society,  and  residing  in  said  State  or  Territory,  shall 
ai)ply  for  recognition  and  acceptance  as  such  State 
branch,  and  shall  i)ay  into  the  treasury  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars.  Such  branch  of  the  Societv  shall 
be  designated  by  the  name  of  the  State  or  Territory 
affixed  thereto. 

Sec.  2.— Each  l)ranch  Society  of  the  War  of  1  SI 2, 
when  duly  constituted  may,  subject  to  the  pur})oses  and 
provisions  of  this  Constitution,  regulate  its  own 
affairs,  paying  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
general  Society  located  in  Philadelphia,  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  member  in  goud 
standing  on  the  roll  of  such  branch  Society,  as 
reported  on  December  1st  of  each  ^^ear. 

Sec.  3. — Branch  Societies  shall  conform  to  this 
organization  in  the  mnnber  and  character  of  officials, 
and  shall  have  tlie  I'ight  to  send  delegates  to  the 
meetings  of  this  Society.    • 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society 
shall  be  held  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  February  in 
each  year  to  be  held  hi  Philadelphia,  in  the  old 
Senate  Chamber  of  the  Ignited  States  Congress  (when 
practicable,)  at  which  the  election  of  Officers  and  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  held; 
all  necessary  business  transacted,  status  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Society  considered,  and  measures  to  promote 
its  welftxrc  adopted.  Changes  in  the  Constitution 
may  then  be  proposed.  Due  notice  of  meetings 
shall  be  sent  to  all  members.  When  the  said  date 
shall  fall  upon  Sunday  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  day  subsequent. 

Sec.  2. — liranch  Societies  shall,  as  far  as  convenient, 
arrange  for  holding  their  annual  meetings  at  least 
one  month  pi'ior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  this 
Society;  and  the  respective  Secretaries  shall  pre- 
pare full  reports  of  the  condition  of  their  branch, 
el(3ct  re[)resentatives  to  the  General  Society's 
meetinir,  and  recommend  such  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  as  time  and  experience  may  prove  de- 
sirable. 

Members  of  the  General  Society  or  an}'  of  the 
branches  in  good  standing,  shall  have  the  })rivilege 
of  attending  the  meetings  or  celebrations  of  any  of 
these  organizations,  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  regu- 
lar members,  otlier  than  that  of  voting. 

Sec.  3. — Any  member  moving  to  and  locating  his 
residence  permanently  in  another  State,  shall,  on  his 
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formal  letter  of  i-ecnu'st  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
organization  to  wliieh  he  is  attaelied,  receive  a 
transfer  card,  setting  forth  l^s  good  standing  tlierein, 
and  the  fact  that  he  has  satisfied  his  pecuniary  obli- 
gations thereto,  and  this  will  enable  him  to  ap[)ly 
for  admission  into  tlie  brancU  Society  located  in  the 
State  or  Territory  to  wliich  he  has  removed. 

Sec.  4. — Absence  will  not  cxem])t  members  from 
their  obligations  to  the  Society  in  which  they  are 
enrolled. 

Sec.  5. — Resignation  or  voluntary  withdrawal 
from  membership,  shall  only  become  effective  as  a 
release  from  the  obligations  thereof,  wdien  consent 
has  been  given  by- the  Society. 

Sec.  6. — Every  member  when  admitted  shall  de- 
clare upon  honor,  that  lie  will  conform  to  this  .Consti- 
tution and  observe  the  rules  and  resolutions  made 
in  pursuance  thereof,  and  endeavor  to  promote  the 
purposes  of  this  Society. 

EXrULSION. 

Sec.  7. — Any  member  found  guilty  of  unlaw- 
ful or  improper  conduct,  after  due  notice  and 
fair  trial,  may  be  expelled,  according  to  rules 
made  and  })rovided  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the 
Constitution  until  a  written  resolution  to  that 
effect  be  offered  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Society, 
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considered  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ions, and  at  tlie  next  or  some  subsequent  stated 
meeting  receive  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present.  Non-resident  members  to 
be  furnished  with  written  or  printed  copies  of  the 
proposed  amendments,  and  to  signify  tlieir  approval 
or  disapproval  by  letter  within  one  month  after 
such  notice  is  given  them.  Such  votes  shall  be 
recorded  as  if  the  member  was  actually  present. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  insignia  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  the 
l)adge  pendant  from  the  ribbon  by  a  ring  of  gold. 
See  frontispiece. 

SYMBOLISM  OF  BADGE. 

The  Gross,  emblematic  of  fait  J  l — faitJi  in  our  coun- 
try.— In  tlie  early  part  of  this  century,  grave  doubts 
were  entertained  as  to  the  propriety  of  this  young 
repul)lic  daring  to  assert  its  rights  and  protect  its 
citizens  against  such  a  powerful  nation  as  England, 
and  the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  19,  A.  D.  1812,  in 
declaring  war,  was  considered  suicidal  by  a  large 
number  of  our  own  people.  So  the  more  to  be 
commended  were  those  who  risked  their  lives  in 
the  maintenance  of  the  cause. 

The  Eagles. — The  American  bird  flying  over  land 
and  sea ;  four  in  number,  North,  South,  East  and 
West. 


The  Anchor,  hope. — As  many  of  t lie  i^lorious  victor- 
ies of  the  War  of  1812  were  achieved  by  the  Navy, 
prominence  is  given  to  the  emblem  of  the  gallant 
sailors  who  fought  so  nobly  for  their  rights,  to 
maintain  wliich  the  war  was  waged. 

General  Jackson. — The  hero  of  the  Indian  War 
and  New  Orleans,  was  a  central  figure  in  the  War  of 
1812  as  Washington  was  in  tlie  Revolution,  Taylor 
in  the  Mexican  War,  and  Grant  in  the  Civil  War. 

The  Bar. — The  bar  carries  eighteen  stars,  repre- 
senting the  number  of  States  in  the  Union  in  1812. 

The  liibhon. — The  ribbon  represents  the  predom- 
inant colors  of  the  uniform  worn  during  the  War  of 
1812;  black  trimminos  of  the  Artillerv,  and  white 
trimmino's  of  the  infantrv. 

The  watered  ribbon  further  recognizes  the  great 
service  of  those  who  sailed  on  the  bounding 
billows. 

The  insignia  shall  be  w^orn  by  the  members  con- 
spicuously on  the  left  breast  on  all  occasions,  when 
assembled  together  for  any  stated  ])ur})()se  or  cele- 
brations. The  ofticers  and  ex-officei'S  of  the  Society 
shall  wear  the  insignia  suspended  by  a  ribbon  about 
the  neck ;  it  shall  not  be  worn  as  an  article  of 
jewelry.  On  occasions  other  than  the  meetings  for 
any  stated  puri)Ose  or  celebration,  members  may 
wear  a  rosette  or  button,  of  the  prescribed  ribbon 
and  pattern,  in  the  up})er  buttonhole  of  the  left 
lapel  of  the  coat. 

Such  insignia  should  be  returned  to  the  Society 
on  the  resignation  or  exj)ulsion  of  a  member,  but 
otherwise  it  shall  be  deemed  an  heirloom. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Section  1 . — Candidates  for  membership  shall  send 
their  respective  applications  and  documents,  or  other 
pro(»fs  of  qualification  for  membershii),  through  the 
Secretary  to  the  Executive  Committee,  which  is 
authorized  to  judge  of  the  merits  of  an  application 
in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  best.  Upon  a  favor- 
able decision  of  said  Committee,  and  receipt  of  the 
iuitiation  fee,  applicants  shall  thereupon  become 
members  of  this  Society. 

No|)erson  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  unless 
he  shall  have  first  made  written  application  and  be 
approved  by  two  mend)ers  over  their  signatures. 

Se(^  2. — The  initiation  fee  shall  be  four  dollars; 
the  annual  dues  one  dollar.  Members  admitted  dur- 
ing the  last  quarter  of  any  year  shall  be  exempted 
from  j)ayment  of  dues  for  that  year. 

Sk(J.  3. — Tn  order  to  form  a  fund  and  assist  the 
unfortunate,  all  donations  for  the  [)urpose  which 
shall  hereafter  be  paid  the  Society  shall  remain  for- 
ever to  the  use  of  the  Society  ;  the  interest  only  of 
which,  if  necessary,  to  be  appropriated  to  relief. 

Sec.  4. — The  Society  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting 
on  the  eighteenth  day  of  February  in  every  year,  at 
which  a  general  election  of  officers  by  1)allot  shall 
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take  place,  except  when  such  date  shall  fall  on  Sun- 
day, in  which  case  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
following  day.  In  such  election  a  majority  of  the  bal- 
lots given  for  any  oflice  shall  constitute  a  choice ; 
but  if  on  the  first  Ijallot  no  person  shall  receive  such 
majority,  then  a  second  balloting  shall  take  place, 
in  which  a  plurality  of  the  vote  given  for  any  ollice 
shall  determine  the  choice  therefor. 

Sec.  5. — At  all  meetings  of  the  Society  twenty 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

Sec.  6. — The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of 
the  Vice  Presidents,  or  in  the  absence  of  such,  a 
Chairman  pro  tempore,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
shall  exercise  the  usual  functions  of  a  ])residing  offi- 
cer under  parlimeiitary  rules,  suljject  to  an  appeal  to 
tlie  Society  in  proper  cases  under  these  rules. 

The  President  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all 
Committees. 

lie  shall,  through  the  Secretary,  call  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  at  sucli  times  as  he  may  see  fir. 
lie  shall  also  perform  such  other  representative 
duties  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  either  personally  or  by 
corres])ondence,  as  it,  or  the  Poard  of  Direction 
may  find  desirable  or  necessarv,  or  as  customarilv 
ai)pertain  to  his  office,  and  he  shall  enforce  a  strict 
observance  of  the  Constitution  and  standing  resolu- 
tions. 

In  case  of  decease,  resignation,  neglect  to  serve  or 
ina])ilitv  from  anv  cause  to  act  as  IVesident,  the 
duties  of  the  ofiice  shall  devolve  on  the  Senior  Vice 
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President  present,  until  the  vacancy  caused  by  such 
decease,  resignation  or  neglect  to  serve  shall  he  filled, 
or  until  the  inability  shall  cease. 

Sec.  7. — The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general 
correspondence  of  the  Society  and  keep  a  record 
thereof.  He  shall  notify  all  qualified  and  accepted 
candidates  of  their  admission,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Society  or  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  his  office  may  require  of  him.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  the  seal,and  records  of  the  Society  other  than 
those  required  to  be  deposited  with  the  Registrar ; 
and  shall  affix  the  seal  to  all  properly  authenticated 
certificates  of  membership,  and  transmit  the  same 
without  delay  to  the  member  for  whom  it  is  issued, 
or  to  his  proper  representative.  He,  together 
with  the  presiding  oliicer,  shall  certify  all  acts 
of  the  Society,  and  in  proper  cases  authenticate 
them  under  seal.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  print- 
ing and  publications  directed  by  the  Society  or  by 
the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  give  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  attend 
the  same.  He  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  accounts 
of  all  the  })roceedings  and  orders  of  the  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee ;  and  shall  give  notice 
to  the  several  officers  of  all  votes,  orders,  resolves 
and  proceedings  of  the  Society  or  of  the  Executive 
Committee  affecting  them,  or  appertaining  to  their 
respective  duties ;  and  at  the  annual  meeting,  and 
oftener  if  required,  shall  report  to  the  Society  the 
names  of  the  candidates  who  have  been  admitted  to 
membership ;    and    the    names   of    those   members 
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whose  resignations  or  voluntary  witlidrawals  have 
been  consented  to  and  acce])ted ;  also  the  names 
of  those  iiK'Uibers  who  have  l)een  expelled  oi"  dropped 
for  n()n-])aynient  of  dues,  or  who  liave  been  received 
()!•  (h-o})})ed  from  the  roll  by  transfer  since  the  last 
report.  An  Assistant  Secretary  may  be  appointed 
l»y  tlie  President. 

Sec.  8. — The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  keep  the 
funds  and  accounts  of  the  Society ;  and  as  often  as 
these  funds  shall  amount  to  one  hundred  dollars 
fhey  shall  be  deposited  in  some  Trust  Com- 
pany, in  the  City  of  riiiladelphia,  to  the  credit  of 
the  General  Society  of  the  War  of  IS  12,  and  shall 
])e  drawn  thence  on  the  check  of  the  Treasurer  for 
the  j)urposes  of  the  Society  only.  Out  of  these  funds 
he  shall  pay  such  sums  as  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Society  or  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Society  or  Execu- 
tive Committee  or  his  office  may  require  of  him. 
He  shall  keep  a  true  account  of  liis  receipts  and 
payments,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  the 
same  to  the  Society,  when  a  c(jnimittee  shall  be 
appointed  to  audit  his  accounts.  For  the  faithful 
l>erformance  of  his  duty  he  shall  give  such  security 
as  the  Society  or  Executive  Committee  mav  from 
time  to  time  require. 

Sec.  9. — The  President  may  annually  desig- 
nate a  Chaplain  and  a  Historian  for  the  ensuing- 
year  from  among  the  members.  In  like  manner  the 
President  may  fill  an\^  vacancy  in  either  of  these 
ollices  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Chaplain  shall 
be  a  regularly    ordained    minister   of  a   ('hristian 
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denomination,  and  it  shall  l)e  his  duty  to  open  and 
close  all  meetings  with  customary  cha|)laincy  sei- 
vices,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  ordinarilv 
pertain  to  such  office. 

'rhe  Historian  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  historical 
and  commemorative  celehrations  of  the  Sjciety ; 
and  at  every  annual  meeting  he  shall,  if  there  he  a 
necrological  list  for  the  yeaf  then  closing,  suhmit 
the  same  with  carefully  prepared  hiograj)hies  of  the 
deceased  members. 

Hkc.  10. — The  Board  of  Direction  shall  consist 
of  eighteen,  viz.:  The  President,  five  Vice  Presidents, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Registrar  and  nine  other  mem- 
bers, who  shall  he  elected  at  the  annual  business 
meeting  in  February,  in  every  year,  in  tbe  same 
manner  as  the  officers  of  the  Society. 

Tliey  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  every 
candidate  who  shall  make  i)roper  application  for 
admission  to  the  Society,  and  have  power  to 
admit  to  membership,  if  found  eligil)le. 

They  may  arrange  for  commemorative  celebra- 
tions of  the  Society;  recommend  ])lans  to  the  Society 
promotive  of  its  purpose,  and  digest  and  prei)are 
business  for  its  meetinirs. 

They  shall  generally  superintend  the  interests  and 
have  control  and  management  of  the  affairs  and 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Tliey  shall  also  perform  such  duties  as  nriy  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Constitution,  or  required  by  any  stand- 
ing resolution  of  the  Society;  supervise  all  publica- 
tions issued  in  its  name;  and  may  recpiire  the  at- 
tendance  of  any    member  of  the   Societv   enrolled

tlirrein,  or  any  committee  thereof,  at  any  meeting, 
for  (•(lU.sultalioii  and  advice. 

'J'lio  l>oanl  ul'  J)ii(n'lion  .shall  meet  at  the  call  of 
the  Tresidcnt,  or  upon  the  written  retjucst  ol"  any 
live  mcmhers  of  the  «ame.  Nine  ol"  the  Board  of 
Dire-etion  .shall  he  a  (luorum  lor  the  transaction  ol" 
husine.s.s.  At  every  annual  meeting;  in  I^'ehruary 
they  shall  suhmit  to  flie  Society  a  general  report 
of  their  |)roeeedin<'s  during'  the  vear. 

Sec.  11. — T.he  Registrar  shall  have  i)0.ssession  of 
all  documents  pertaining  to  the  descent  of  mendjers 
of  the  Society,  lie  .shall  also  keep  an  accurate  reg- 
ister of  memhers  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  12. —  Tpoii  the  demand  of  live  memhers  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Society  the  ayes  and  nays  shall 
he  called  on  any  pending  motion  or  resolve  which 
may  he  voIcmI  upon  and  duly  entered  on  themiiuites. 

Skc.I^J. — No  i)er.son  who  may  hereafter  he  enrolled 
as  a  mendjer  in  this  Society  shall  he  permitted  to 
continue  in  memhership  where  proofs  of  claims  of 
<|ualilication  hy  descent  are  found  to  he  defective  and 
insulUcient  to  suhstantiate  such  claim.  The  Society 
must  give  a  mem])er  thirty  days  notice  to  perfect 
such  claim  if  not  satished  with  the  |)roofs  furnislied, 
and  at  any  time  thereafter  may,  on  failure  to  comply, 
direct  the  Secretary  to  erase  his  name  from  the  list 
ol"  nieml)ers,  and  such  person  shall  thereupon  cease 
h)  h(;  a  memher.  He,  hijwever,  may  ap[)eal  at  the 
next  husincss  meeting  of  the  Society,  hut  shall  not 
1)0  returned  to  memhershij)  unless  hy  a  majority  vote 
on  such  occasion,  or  at  a  suhse(pient  meeting  to  which

the  consideration  of  the  a|)|)eal  ma\^  have  l)een  spe- 
cifically postponed. 

Sec.14. — The  Board  of  Direction  shall  liave- 
power  to  expel  any  enrolled  meinher  of  this  Societ}^ 
who,  by  conduct  inconsistent  with  a  gentleman  and 
man  of  honor,  or  by  opposition  to  the  interests  of  the 
community  in  general,  or  of  this  Society  in  particu- 
Inr,  may  render  himself  unworthy  to  continue  a 
member,  or  who  shall  persistently  transgress  or  with- 
out good  cause  wilfully  neglect  the  performance  of 
any  obligation  enjoined  by  the  Constitution  or  by. 
any  standing  resolution  of  this  Society. 

IVovided,  that  he  shall  have  received  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  of  the  complaint  preferred  against 
him, and  of  the  time  and  j»lace  for  hearing  the  same, 
and  been  ailbrdod  an  oi)i)ortunity  to  l)e  lieard  in 
l^erson  or  by  counsel. 

Whenever  the  cause  of  expulsion  shall  not  have 
involved  turpitude  nor  moral  unworthiness,  any 
memljer  thus  expelled  may,  ui>on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  I>oard  of  Direction,  but  not  otherwise, 
be  restored  to  membership  l>y  the  Society  at  any 
time. 

The  Board  of  Direction  shall  also  have  power 
to  drop  from  the  roll  the  name  of  any  enrolled  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  who  shall  be  at  least  five  years 
in  arrears  in  the  payment  of  dues,  and  who,  on  notice 
to  pay  the  same,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  do  so  within 
sixty  days  thereafter,  and  upon  being  dropped  his 
membership  shall  cease  ;  but  he  may  be  restored  to 
membership  at  any  time  by- the  Board  of  Direction 
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on  liis  application  tliorofor,  and  npon  liis  pay- 
ment ol' all  .such  arrears  and  ilit'  annual  dues  from 
the  date  when  he  was  dropped  to  the  date  of  his  res- 
toration. 

The  Committee  may  also  suspend  any  ofTieer  from 
the  performance  of  his  duties  for  cause,  which  ])ro- 
ceeding  nnist  be  reported  to  the  Society  and  acted 
upon  by  it  within  thirty  days,  either  by  recission  of  the 
suspension  or  removal  of  the  suspended  officer  from 
office,  otherwise  the  suspension  shall  cease. 

Sec.15. — Whenever  an  officer  of  this  Society  shall 
die,  resi<;n  or  ne.L!,lect  to  serve,  or  be  unable  to  prop- 
erly perform  the  duties  of  his  office  b}'^  reason  of  ab- 
sence, sickness  or  other  cause,  the  President  or  acting 
President  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  member  to 
such  office  pro-tempore,  who  shall  act  in  such  capac- 
ity until  the  Society  shall  elect  a  successor,  or  until 
the  inability  shall  cease.  Provided,  however,  That 
the  office  of  President  shall  not  thus  be  filled,  when 
there  shall  be  a  Wqg  President  to  enter  upon  the 
duties.  The  oflicers  shall,  subject  to  these  provi- 
sions, serve  uniil  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified  to  succeed  them. 

Sko.  \Cy. — No  resignation  or  voluntary  withdrawal 
from  membership  shall  become  effective  as  a  release 
from  the  obligations  thereof  unless  consented  to  and 
accepted  l)y  the  P>oard  of  Direction. 

Skc.  17. — Notice  of  the  death  of  any  member  shall 
be  given  by  jniblication,  and  where  practicahle  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  to  attend  the  obse- 
quies.    Any  member,  upon  being  informed  of  the 
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dec(3ase  of  a  fellow  Tiicniber,  shall  promntly  iiotifv 
the  Seeretaiy  of  the  fact. 

Sec.  18. — No  amendment  to  these  Resolutions  shall 
be  made  except  upon  the  unanimous  consent  of  a 
(juorum  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  or  of  two-thirds 
of  a  (jUorum  of  the  Society  present  at  a  regularly- 
called  meeting. 

Sec.  19. — It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  every  member  to 
inform  tlie  Secretary  by  written  communication  of 
his  place  of  residence  and  of  any  change  thereof  and 
of  liis  post  ofHce  address. 

Service  of  any  notice  under  the  Constitution  or 
Uesolutions  upon  any  member  of  the  Society,  ad- 
dressed to  him  at  his  last  recorded  place  of  residence 
or  post  office  address  and  forwarded  l)y  mail  shall  be 
deemed  suilicient  service  of  such  notice.
